MEMORANDUM

Complainant filed misconduct complaints against two judges who presided in his case.
The complaints are frivolous and are therefore dismissed. Complainant earlier filed misconduct
complaints against the same judges stemming from the same underlying case. Those complaints
were also dismissed. Repetitive filing of insubstantial judicial-misconduct complaints is an
abuse of the provisions of the Judicial Conduct and Disabilities Act of 1980, 28 U.S.C. §§ 351—
364; see Rule 10(a) of the Rules for Judicial-Conduct and Judicial-Disability Proceedings. If
complainant continues to abuse the provisions of the Act, I will ask the Judicial Council to
require complainant to post a $1,000 bond before any future complaints are reviewed.

The complaints are dismissed pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 352(b)(1)(A)(iii).
